1 skein Full o' Sheep by Stitch Na- 
tion/Debbie Stoller, 100% wool, (155 
yds/1 OOg) in each of colors 2640 
Thyme (MC), 2529 Mediterranean, 
2510 Aquamarine, 2605 Honey- 
comb, 2550 Plummy, 2925 Passion- 
fruit, 2705 Peony, 2260 Clementine 

U.S. size 9 (5.5mm) straight needles 
and set of 2 DPNs, or size required 
for gauge 

Yarn needle 



8 
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Gauge 

1 6 Sts and 20 rows = 4" (1 0cm) in 
St St, though gauge is not essential 
for this project. 



Scarf 

Greenery 

Note; Leave a 6" tail at the ends of 
each l-cord. 



Leaves (make 4) 

With MC, cast on 3 sts. 

Row 1 and all WS rows through 1 5: Purl. 
Row 2 (RS): K1 , yo, k1 , yo, k1 ; 5 sts. 



Notes 

Only small amounts of contrasting 
colors are required — use more or 
fewer colors if desired. Great project 
for using up leftover yarn! 



With DPNs and MC, cast on 5 sts. 
Work in l-cord for 64". Bind off. 

Make 2; With DPNs and MC, cast on 
3 sts. Work in l-cord for 1 1". Bind off. 

Make 2; With DPNs and MC, cast on 
3 sts. Work in l-cord for 9". Bind off. 

Make 2: With DPNs and MC, cast on 
3 sts. Work in l-cord for 7". Bind off. 

With DPNs and MC, cast on 3 sts. 
Work in l-cord for 6". Bind off. 



Row 4: K2, yo, k1 , yo, k2; 7 sts. 

Row 6: K3, yo, k1, yo, k3; 9 sts. 

Row 8; Knit. 

Row 10: Ssk, knit to last 2 sts, k2tog; 
7 sts. 

Rows 12 and 14: Rep row 10; 3 sts. 

Row 16: SI 2tog-k1-p2sso; 1 st. 
Fasten off. 



With DPNs and MC, cast on 5 sts. Large flowers (make 2) 

Work in l-cord for 4". Bind off. desired color, cast on 40 sts. 




Special technique 



l-cord 

Cast on desired number of sts on a 
DPN. Knit across (Photo A). At end of 
row, do not turn (Photo B). *Slide sts 
to opposite end of needle (Photos C 
and D). Knit across (Photo E), do not 
turn; rep from * until cord is desired 
length. Bind off. 



Row 1 (RS): K1 , bind off 6 sts (2 sts 
on right needle), k1 , bind off 6 sts 
(4 sts on right needle), k1 , bind off 
6 sts (6 sts on right needle), k1, bind 
off 6 sts (8 sts on right needle), k1 , 
bind off 6 sts (10 sts on right needle). 
Break yarn, leaving a 6" tail. Thread 
tail through rem sts and tie in a 
square knot. Weave in ends. 



Small flowers (make 8) 

With desired color, cast on 25 sts. 

Row 1 (RS): K1 , bind off 3 sts (2 sts 
on right needle), k1, bind off 3 sts 
(4 sts on right needle), k1 , bind off 
3 sts (6 sts on right needle), k1 , bind 
off 3 sts (8 sts on right needle), k1, 
bind off 3 sts (10 sts on right needle). 
Break yarn, leaving a 6" tail. Thread 
tail through rem sts and tie in a 
square knot. Weave in ends. 



Finishing 

Using yarn tails, join the 7", 9", and 
1 1" l-cords to each end of the 64" 
l-cord. Measure approx 21"from the 
end of the long cord and join the 
4" and 6" l-cords. Using yarn tails, 
join 2 leaves to the point where the 
long l-cord joins the 3 l-cords on 
each end. Join the other 2 leaves 
to the ends of the 9" l-cords. With 
contrasting color, embroider a cluster 
of sts in the center of each flower, 
using photo as a guide. With MC, 
join flowers to the ends of the 
l-cords as shown or as desired. 
Weave in ends. 0

Gauge 

20 sts and 24 rows = 4" (10cm) in 
St St 



Special abbreviations 

TW5B: Slip 1 st to cable needle and 
hold to back, k4, k1 from cable 
needle. 

TW5F: Slip 4 sts to cable needle 
and hold to front, k1, k4 from cable 
needle. 

C5F: Slip 3 sts to cable needle and 
hold to front, k2, k3 from cable 
needle. 

C5B: Slip 2 sts to cable needle and 
hold to back, k3, k2 from cable 
needle. 

Wrap and turn (w&t): Work to st in- 
dicated. Bring yarn between needles 
to front of work (or back, if already 
on front). Slip next st purlwise. 
Return yarn to original position. Slip 
wrapped st back to left needle with- 
out knitting or purling it, turn. 



Stitch pattern 

Spreading wings cable panel (worked 
over 30 sts): 

Row 1 (RS): P2, k8, TW5B, TW5F, k8, p2. 

Row 2 and all WS rows through 22: 
K2, p26, k2. 

Row 3: P2, k7, TW5B, k2, TW5F, k7, p2. 
Row 5: P2, k6, TW5B, k4, TW5F k6, p2. 
Row 7: P2, kS, TW5B, k6, TW5F kS, p2. 
Row 9: p2, k4, TW5B, k8, TWSF, k4, p2. 

Row 1 1 : P2, k3, TW5B, C5F, C5B, 
TW5F k3, p2. 

Row 13: P2, k2, TW5B, k12, TW5F, 
k2, p2. 

Row 15: P2, k1, TW5B, k14, TW5F, 
k1, p2. 

Row 17: P2, TW5B, k16, TW5F, P2. 
Row 19: P2, k8, C5F, C5B, k8, p2. 
Row 21: P2, k26, p2. 

Rep rows 1-22 for pat. 
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Notes 

Work dec at beg of row as (k1 , ssk). 
Work dec at end of row as (k2tog, k1 ). 
Shoulders are shaped using short rows. 



Pullover 

Back 

Cast on 86 (96, 106, 116, 1 26, 1 36) 
sts and work in garter st for 4 rows. 

Row 1 (RS): K28 (33, 38, 43, 48, 

53 ) sts, work row 1 of cable panel 
over next 30 sts, k28 (33, 38, 43, 

48, 53) sts. 

Row 2: P28 (33, 38, 43, 48, 53) sts, 
work row 2 of cable panel over next 
30 sts, p28 (33, 38, 43, 48, 53) sts. 

Cont in pat as set until piece mea- 
sures 13", ending with a WS row. 



Shape armhole 

Bind off 5 (5, 6 , 7, 8 , 9) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. Dec 1 st at each end 
of row every other row 5 (5, 6 , 7, 

8 , 9) times; 66 (76, 82, 88 , 94, 100) 
sts. Work even in pat until armholes 
measure 8 V 2 ( 8 V 2 , 9, 9, 10, 10)", 
ending with a WS row. 



Shape shoulders 

Work in pat to last 5 ( 6 , 7, 7, 8 , 8 ) 
sts, wrap and turn, work to last 5 
( 6 , 7 , 7 , 8 , 8 ) sts, w&t, work to last 
10(12, 14, 14, 16, 16) sts, w&t, 
work to last 10 ( 12 , 14, 14, 16, 16) 
sts, w&t. Work across all sts of the 
next 2 rows picking up the wraps as 
they appear. Bind off all sts. 



Front 

Work as for back to underarm. 

Shape armhole as for back, and, at 
the same time, when piece measures 
131 / 2 ", shape neck as follows: 

Work to the center of the cable 
panel, join a second ball of yarn and 
complete the row. Working both 
sides at once, dec 1 st at each neck 
edge of next RS row and every fol- 
lowing 4 rows 12 (12, 13, 13, 14, 

14) times; 21 (26, 28,31,33, 36) sts. 
Work even until armholes measure 
same as for back. 



5 (5, 51/4, 51/4, 51/2, 51/2)" 

\ 41/4 (51/4, 51/2, 6V4, 6V2, 71/4)" 
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Spreading wings 
cable pullover 



Shape shoulders 

Work as for back. 

Sleeves 

Cast on 40 (40, 44, 44, 48, 48) sts 
and work in garter st for 4 rows. 

Row 1 (RS): K5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts, 
work row 1 of cable panel over next 
30 sts, k5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts. 

Row 2: P5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts, work 
row 2 of cable panel over next 
30 sts, p5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts. 

Row 3: K5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts, work 
row 3 of cable panel over next 
30 sts, k5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts. 

Row 4: P5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts, work 
row 4 of cable panel over next 
30 sts, p5 (5, 7, 7, 9, 9) sts. Cont in 
pat as set, inc 1 st at each end of 
next and every following 4th row 
5 (5, 9, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5) times, then every 
6th row until there are 80 (80, 88, 
92, 100, 104) sts. Work even until 
piece measures 17". 

Shape cap 

Bind off 5 (5, 6, 7, 8, 9) sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. Dec 1 st at each end 



of row every other row until cap 
measures 5 (5, 6, 6, 7, 7)". Bind off 
4 sts at beg of next 4 rows. Bind off 
rem sts. 



Finishing 

Sew shoulder seams. 



Neck trim 

With circular needle and RS facing, 
pick up and knit evenly in each st 
across back neck, pick up and knit 3 
sts for every 4 rows down left front, 
pm at center front, pick up and knit 
3 sts for every 4 rows up right front, 
pm at end of rnd. 

Next rnd: Purl to 2 sts before center 
front marker, p2tog, slip marker, 
p2tog, purl to end. 

Bind off all sts knitwise, dec 1 st 
before and after marker as you bind 
off. 



Set in sleeves, sew side and sleeve 
seams. Weave in ends. Block. B 
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In creamy white soft silk yarn, 
this shell is perfect for spring, 
and it is also ideal for summer 
when worn sleeveless. An 
enchanting pattern detail 
streams up the shell front and 
wraps around the neck and 
is brought down again on the 
hack. Yarn: Mulberry Silk 
by LeilaniArts

Silk by Leilani Arts, 100% silk, (300 
yds/1 OOg) in color Natural 

U.S. sizes 4 (3.5mm) and 5 (3.75mm) 
needles, or sizes required for gauge 

Stitch markers 
Yarn needle 



Gauge 

25 sts and 32 rows = 4" in St st using 
larger needles 

19 sts = 2Y4"wide in lace panel using 
larger needles 
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Stitch patterns 

Lace panel (over 19 sts) 
See chart 



Notes 

For fully-fashioned decreases: On RS 
rows, k 2 , ssk, work across in pat until 
4 sts rem, k2tog, k2; on WS rows, 
p2, p2tog, work across in pat until 4 
sts rem, ssp, p 2 . 



Shell back 

With smaller needles, cast on 104 
(114, 121, 129, 138, 146) sts. Work 
in garter st for V', ending with a WS 
row, inc 18 (20, 21, 23, 24, 26) sts 
evenly across last row; 122 (134, 
142, 152, 162, 172) sts. 

Next row (RS); Change to larger 
needles. Work in St st across first 6 
(12, 16, 21, 26, 31) sts, pm, work 
row 1 of lace panel over next 19 sts, 
pm, work in St st over next 72 sts, 
pm, work row 1 of lace panel over 
next 19 sts, pm, work in St st over 
last 6 (12, 16, 21, 26, 31) sts. 

Next row; Work even in pat. 



Beg inward angles 

Next row (RS); Work in St st to first 
marker, yo, slip marker, work row 1 
of lace panel over next 19 sts, slip 
marker, ssk, work in St st to 2 sts be- 
fore next marker, k 2 tog, slip marker, 
work row 1 of lace panel over next 
19 sts, slip marker, yo, work in St st 
to end. 

Rep last row every 4th row 32 times, 
then every 6 th row once, and, at 
the same time, work fully fashioned 
decreases each side (see notes) every 
20th row 4 (4, 0, 0, 0, 0) times, then 
every 18th row 2 (0, 6 , 6 , 4, 3) times, 
then every 16th row 0 (2, 0, 0, 2, 3) 
times (12 sts dec on all sizes), and, at 
the same time, when piece measures 
approx 17 (I 6 V 2 , 16, 16, 15V2, 15)" 
from beg, ending with a WS row, 
shape armholes as follows. 



Shape armholes 

Bind off 6 ( 8 , 10, 11, 12, 14) sts at 
beg of next 2 rows, bind off 2 (3, 4, 
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5, 6, 7) sts at beg of foil 2 rows, then 
work fully-fashioned decreases (see 
notes) each side every row 0 (0, 0, 2, 
4, 4) times, then every other row 6 
(9, 8, 9, 9,10) times, then every 4th 
row 1 (0, 1, 0, 0, 0) times; 80 (82, 84, 
86, 88, 90) sts. Work even in pat, if 
necessary, until piece measures approx 
22" from beg, ending with a WS row. 



Shape neck 

Work in pat as set across first 2 (3, 

4, 5, 6, 7) sts, join a second ball of 
yarn and bind off the center 76 sts, 
work in pat as set to end. Working 
both sides at once, dec 1 st each 
neck edge once; 1 (2, 3, 4, 5, 6) rem 
on each side. Work even until piece 
measures approx 25" from beg, end- 
ing with a WS row. Bind off. 



Front 

Work same as for back until piece 
measures approx 19" from beg, end- 
ing with a WS row. 



Shape neck 

Next (dec) row (RS): Knit to 2 sts be- 
fore first marker, k2tog, slip marker, 
work in pat as set across next 1 7 sts, 
k4; join a second ball of yarn and k4, 
work in pat as set across next 1 7 sts, 
slip marker, ssk, knit to end. 



Next row: Keeping 4 sts each neck 
edge in garter st, work even on both 
sides at once. 

Rep dec row every RS row 1 5 times, 
then every 4th row 4 times; 21 (22, 
23, 24, 25, 26) sts rem each side. 
Work even, if necessary, until piece 
measures same as back, ending with 
a WS row. Bind off 1 (2, 3, 4, 5, 6) 
sts each side for shoulders; 20 sts 
rem on each side. 



Neckband 

Cont even on rem 20 sts on each 
side until the neckbands, when 
slightly stretched, meet at the center 
back of neck. Bind off. 



Finishing 

Block to finished measurements. Sew 
shoulder seams. Sew sides of neck- 
bands to back neck. Sew bound-off 
edges of neckbands tog. 



Armhole trim 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 108 
(112, 116, 116, 129, 124) sts around 
armhole and work in garter st for V 4 ". 
Bind off. 



Sew side seams. Weave in ends. 0

Gauge 

23 sts and 40 rows = 4" (10cm) in 
garter st 





Dress up a plain headband with flowers and leaves! Make a variety of flowers in your 
choiee of colors, and change them on a whim. Knit beads into the leaves to add a little 
drama. Decorate a headband with the leaves or a flower or two — or gussy it up to the 
nines with a combo of leaves andflowers. Beaded-leaf headband yam: Hempathy by 
Elsebeth Lavold, Floral headband yarn: Shimmer by Red Heart 
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Special abbreviation 

K1B: Knit 1, sliding bead through 
the stitch. 



Headband 

Cast on 12 sts. Work in garter st 
until piece measures 22", slightly 
stretched. Bind off loosely. 

Leaf (make 2) 

Thread 12 beads on yarn. Cast on 
5 sts. Work In St st for 4 rows. 

Row 1 (RS); K2, Ml, k1, Ml, k2; 7 sts. 

Row 2 and all WS rows through 24: 
Purl. 

Row 3; K3, Ml, K1B, Ml, k3; 9 sts. 
Row 5: K4, Ml, k1. Ml, k4; 11 sts. 
Row 7: K5, Ml, K1B, Ml, k5; 13 sts. 
Row 9: K6, Ml, k1. Ml, k6; 15 sts. 
Row 11: K7, Ml, K1B, Ml, k7; 17 sts. 
Row 1 3: K1 , ssk, k1 1 , k2tog, k1 ; 1 5 sts. 

Row 15: K1, ssk, k4, K1B, k4, k2tog, 
k1; 13 sts. 

Row 17: K1, ssk, k7, k2tog, k1; 1 1 sts. 

Row 19: K1, ssk, k2, K1B, k2, k2tog, 
k1 ; 9 sts. 

Row 21: K1, ssk, k3, k2tog, k1; 7 sts. 
Row 23: K1 , ssk, K1 B, k2tog, k1 ; 5 sts. 

Row 25: K1, si 2tog-k1-p2sso, k1; 

3 sts. 

Row 26: P3tog; 1 st. Fasten off. 

Center band 

Cast on 7 sts. Work In garter st for 
1%". Bind off loosely. 

Finishing 

Sew short ends of headband tog in 
a loop. Sew lower edges of leaves 
together. Wrap center band around 
leaves at joining and sew in place. 
Sew in place on headband. Weave 
in ends. 
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Floral headband 

Yarn weight: 




Materials 

1 skein Shimmer by Red Heart, 

97% acrylic, 3% metallic polyester, 
(280 yds/1 OOg) in each of colors 
1376 Chocolate (A), 1625 Lime (B), 
1715 Hot Pink (C), 1810 Royal (D) 

U.S. size 7 (4.5mm) needles, or size 
required for gauge 

Yarn needle 
Safety pins 



Gauge 

20 sts and 36 rows = 4" (10cm) in 
garter st 



Headband 

With A, cast on 10 sts. Work in 
garter st until piece measures 22", 
slightly stretched. Bind off loosely. 

Flower 1 

With B, cast on 5 sts. Work in garter 
st for 6 rows. Change to C. 

Petal: 

Row 1 (RS): K5. 

Row 2: K2, pi, k2. 

Row 3: K2, Ml, k1, Ml, k2; 7 sts. 
Row 4: K3, pi, k3. 

Row 5: K3, Ml, k1, Ml, k3; 9 sts. 
Row 6: K4, pi, k4. 

Row 7: K4, Ml, k1. Ml, k4; 11 sts. 
Row 8: K5, pi, k5. 

Row 9: K5, Ml, k1. Ml, k5; 13 sts. 
Row 10: K6, pi, k6. 



Row 1 1 : K1 , ssk, k7, k2tog, k1 ; 1 1 sts. 
Row 12: K5, pi, k5. 

Row 13: K1, ssk, k5, k2tog, k1; 9 sts. 
Row 14: K4, pi, k4. 

Row 15: K1, ssk, k3, k2tog, k1; 7 sts. 
Row 16: K3, pi, k3. 

Row 1 7: K1 , ssk, k1 , k2tog, k1 ; 5 sts. 
Row 18: K2, pi, k2. 

Row 19: K1, si 2tog-k1-p2sso, k1; 

3 sts. 

Row 20: P3tog; 1 st. Fasten off. 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 5 sts 
along side of flower center (portion 
in B), work petal. Rep until 4 petals 
are made. 

Flower 2 

As for flower 1 , working petals in D. 

Leaf (make 2) 

With B, cast on 5 sts. Work in garter 
st for 5 rows. Purl 1 row.

Making small 
units that 
can be joined 
together to 
make larger 
pieces is fun, 
easy, and 
portable. There 
are a number of different shapes that 
modules can take; today we'll look at 
mitered squares. 




A miter forms a shape with two 
sides beveled at 45° to form a 90° 
corner. Commonly seen in picture 
frames and molding joins, carpenters 
use special saws to perfect these 
precise shapes. Knitters have at their 
fingertips a much easier method! 
While mitered squares can be made 
beginning in 1 corner with 1 stitch 
and then increased in the middle, 
most miters use decreases to draw 
2 halves of a cast-on edge to- 
gether at the opposite corner. In the 
process, a diagonal line is created 
(Illustration 1). The effect can be seen 
most distinctly in a striped fabric, 
where stripes "turn the corner" in 
graphically dynamic fashion.

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Mitered squares are most often 
executed in garter stitch, where 
the common ratio of 2 rows per

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would be a parallelogram, not a 
square: slightly diamond shaped 
(which is a legitimate module in its 
own right, but goes together in a 
different way) (Illustration 5). 

In stockinette stitch, decreases will 
be worked both on knit and purl 
rows. To maintain the crisp diagonal 
line, you will need to do the purl 
equivalent of an ssk: slip as if to knit, 
slip as if to knit, place these 2 sts 
back onto the left hand needle and 
p2tog through the back loop (ssp).

from side to side. This yarn will be 
removed after felting. Leave ends 
hanging off the sides, do not tie the 
yarn tightly around the body. Felt in 



washing machine using the lowest 
water level, hot water, and a small 
amount of detergent. A few pairs of 
jeans or tennis balls can help with 
the agitation. Monitor felting prog- 
ress and remove when doll is desired 
size. Rinse and dry flat.

Rep last 4 rows 13 times 
more, and, at the same time, after 
rep last 4 rows a total of 3 times, 
shape side edge by inc 1 st at beg 
of row.

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Bobbles are one of the fun and easy three-dimensional stitches that 
can be added to your knitwear for a little extra punch. Several of the 
sweaters in this spring issue feature bobbles, and although there is more 
than one way to make a bobble, we think this is one of the easiest 



In the following step-by-step photos, 
Sara Harper shows us how she knits 
the bobbles on her berry bobble 
cardigan on page 44. 

To create a practice swatch like the 
one shown, cast on 21 stitches. 
Work the first and last 3 stitches 
in seed stitch and the center 1 5 
stitches in stockinette. Work even 
for an inch or two. Mark the center 
stitch (the 1 1th stitch from the be- 
ginning of the row)— this will be the 
bobble stitch. 

To make the bobble, first work to the 
marked stitch and knit it, keeping the 
stitch on the left needle (Photo A). 

Next, move the yarn to the front and 
purl the same stitch, keeping the 
stitch on the left needle (Photo B). 



Then, k1, pi, k1 in this same stitch, 
always keeping the stitch on the left 
needle (Photo C). The stitch has now 
become 5 stitches that will form the 
bobble. 

Turn the work to the wrong side 
(Photo D) and knit across these 
5 stitches only (Photo E). 

Turn the work to the right side 
(Photo F) and purl across these 
5 stitches (Photo G). 

To close the top of the bobble, lift 
the 2nd (Photo H), 3rd, 4th, and 5th 
stitch over the 1 st. The five stitches 
have been decreased back to the 
original stitch. With your finger, 
gently push the bobble out toward 
the right side to shape it, then work 
in pattern to the end of the row 
(Photo I). 



Now that you've mastered the basic 
bobble, try these variations; 

• Bobbles don't have to be 5 stitches 
wide. Try increasing to 3 stitches 

for a smaller bobble or to 7 for a 
larger one. 

• Prefer a smoother look to your 
bobble? When knitting and purling 
across the bobble stitches, work the 
right side rows in knit and the wrong 
side in purl. 

• Instead of alternately knitting 
and purling to increase the bobble 
stitches, trying knitting in the front, 
then the back, then the front, then 
the back, then purling in the front of 
the same stitch to mark the stitch to 
lift the others over. See our hobbled 
lace cardigan (page 64) that has 5- 
and 7-stitch bobbles. 

• Though not a "true" bobble, the 
look of the flowers on the little sailor 
cardigan (page 36) are created by 
knitting the stitch and leaving it on 
the needle, then working a yarnover, 
then knitting the same stitch again, 
then another yarnover, and so on, 
ending with knitting the bobble stitch 
once more to create the increased 
stitches.

Cut plastic canvas slighter smaller 
than bag body. Cut 2 pieces of lining 
fabric W larger than canvas on all 
sides. Place canvas on one piece of 
fabric, fold hems in, and glue or sew 
in place. Hem second piece of fabric 
to match, and glue or sew to other 
side of canvas so it is completely cov- 
ered in lining fabric, with raw edges 
hidden inside. 



Assembly 

Fold the covered canvas in half 
lengthwise. Attach snap at middle 
of top edge on inside, VY'down 
from edge.

For the many followers of 
knitwear designer Brigitte 
Reydams, each of her new 
designs is an eagerly waited 
event Her whimsical and 
colorful design style is a 
cheerful reminder of the many 
wonderful fibers we often 
overlook or take for granted. 
Here is a bit of my conversation 
with Brigitte. I hope you will 
enjoy getting to know her a 
little better. 



Dee: Brigitte, tell us a little about 
your background and where you 
learned to knit. 

Brigitte: (laughing) Well, I bet you 
didn't know that I was born in 
Belgium. My grandmother taught me 
to knit at about age 5. Knitting is a 
mandatory part of the Belgium heri- 
tage, so it was expected that all girls 
as well as boys would learn to knit 
at a very early age. My father was 
a diplomat, and I moved to Virginia 
when I was 11.1 picked up knitting 
again at about 19 when working in 
hotel management and have been 
knitting ever since. 



Dee: Where do you live now, and 
is knitting your real job? 

Brigitte: My husband and I moved 
to Colorado in 2006 and we love it 
here. I work for a dentist in Colorado 
Springs, which I should say is prob- 
ably my rea/ job. I have two grown 
children and a little Maltese dog 
named Sugar who thinks she is a 
big Dalmatian. I knit her a cashmere 
Dalmatian coat that she proudly 
wears when it gets cold in Colorado. 

I do a lot of knitting for my family 
members, and I enjoy seeing them 
wearing my sweaters. 

Dee: Tell us about your design 
work. 

Brigitte: I started designing and 
teaching when we lived in Virginia. 

I began going to yarn shows where 
I met Patti Subik of The Great 
Adirondack Yarn Company. Patty 
and I became fast friends, and 



now I design quite often with her 
wonderful yarns. 

I also design and teach at Needle- 
works by Holly Berry in Colorado 
Springs. There is big difference 
between designing with funky fibers 
and styles that will work for East 
Coast knitters and a more traditional 
style with traditional yarns enjoyed 
by those of us in Colorado. So, I have 
a lot of fun working in both areas. 



Dee: What are your favorites 
colors, yarns, and projects to 
knit? 

Brigitte: Currently, I am into all 
shades of periwinkle blue. There are 
so many gorgeous hand-dyed blues 
on the market, and the color looks 
good on everyone. Being a natural 
blonde, I have always loved the jewel 
tones. Now I seem to be adding a 
little glitz to all of these as there are 
so many terrific fibers available now. 

I almost always use bright, happy 
colors that give me joy while I am in 
the process of knitting or designing. 
Nothing makes me happier. 



Dee: Do you have a favorite 
project? 

Brigitte: Yes, that's easy. Because 
I was born in Belgium, I also learned 
Belgium Bobbin Lace making early 
on. I made a Christmas dress for 
my daughter years ago and added 
1 2 inches of very time-consuming 
lace as an accent on the dress. I 
loved doing it and I have kept this 
over the years. 



Dee: Since you have been in the 
yarn business for quite a while, 
where do you see our industry 
going in the next few years? 

Any ideas? 

Brigitte: At the same time that knit- 
ting became so "hot" a few years 
ago, the Euro also went up very 
quickly and drove yarn prices up. 
Because most of the fibers at that 
time came from Europe, the U.S. 
companies were caught in a bind 
and had to increase yarn prices. 
Everyone was knitting scarves. 

Now, I see a lot more yarn being 
manufactured here in the U.S., and 
the variety available at the local yarn 
shows at very reasonable costs are 
wonderful. Thus, the shows are once 
again flooded with people wanting 
to knit something beyond the scarf. 
And, with such delicious yarns avail- 
able, isn't this a wonderful thing? 



Dee: My last question. How many 
UFO's do you have currently? 

Brigitte: Goodness, I would probably 
say "in process" as I always finish 
projects. The answer is about six. I 
like to work on all kinds of projects 
at the same time. When I get bored 
with one, I just move on to the next. I 
am never lacking for a project. There 
is always one just started, a couple 
in the works, and a couple ready to 
be finished. Aren't we all the same in 
that respect? I just love knitting!

Remove the 
tape and tightly tie the 1 0" pieces around the wraps. Cut the yarn wraps at 
other end of cardboard (Photo C). Cut 3 more pieces of yarn 18" long, and 
wrap around the yarn bundle about VY'from the tied end (Photo D). Fasten 
ends tightly and tuck inside tassel. Evenly trim ends of tassel. Make 4. Attach 
a tassel to each corner of pillow. 
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Spring comes in a little cooler in 
some parts of the country, and 
this handsome wool vest will ward 
off the chill. The vest has a little 
extra spin with a short decorative 
eahle pattern on the two front 
panels. This cable pattern is the sin- 
gle design element on the vest, and 
it makes this project a fun learning 
experience for the fr st-time 
cable knitter.

Accordingly, a gauge range is difficult to deter- 
mine. Always follow the gauge stated in your pattern. 

*** Steel crochet hooks are sized differently from regular 
hooks — the higher the number, the smaller the hook, 
which is the reverse of regular hook sizing.

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Twisted loop cast on 

The twisted loop cast on is an easy 
method that will produce a soft, elas- 
tic edge. It is a great choice for adding 
on stitches or when knitting lace. 



1 Make a slip knot with a tail long 
enough to cast on required number of 
stitches (about 



Vi' per stitch); 
place slip knot 
on needle. 
Holding needle 
and yarn tail 
from ball in right 
hand, wrap yarn 
from back to 
front around left 
thumb; hold tail 
with your fingers 
(Photo A). 

2 Bring needle 
from bottom 
to top through 
loop of yarn on 
thumb (Photo B).

Knit smart^'^ If your cast on stitches 
are too tight, use a needle one or 
two sizes larger than the pattern calls 
for. Switch back to correct needle 
size before you begin to knit. 



Knitted cast on 



The knitted cast on method produces 
a loose, soft edge. This would not be 
a good choice for a garment with a 
ribbed edge, as it will look sloppy. 



1 Make a slip 
knot, leaving 
a short tail (at 
least 4'); place 
slip knot on left 
needle. 

2 Insert tip of 
right needle 
from left to 
right through 
the loop. Tip 
of right needle 
will be behind 
left needle

3 Wrap yarn 
from back to 
front over right 
needle, then 
down between 
the two needles 
(Photo B).

7 Repeat steps 2-6 to cast on re- 
quired number of stitches. 



Binding off 

1 Knit first 
two stitches 
from left needle 
(Photo A).

1 Hold needle 
with stitches in 
left hand; hold 
empty needle 
in right hand.

4 Slide right needle to the right, 
slipping stitch off left needle. You 
have increased one stitch (Photo D). 




Check your gauge 

For best results, always take time to check your gauge. Using the same needles 
and yarn you will use for your project, knit a swatch that is about 5 (12.5 cm) 
square. Count the number of stitches and rows in 4 ". If you have more rows 
or stitches than indicated in your pattern, try larger needles and knit another 
swatch. If you have fewer rows or stitches than indicated, make another swatch 
using smaller needles. Continue this process until your swatch matches the 
numbers given in your pattern. Although this seems tedious, it is worth the time 
to increase the accuracy of the finished size of your project. A gauge tool, such 
as the one shown, can aid in counting stitches and rows. 
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3 Slide right 
needle to the 
right, slipping 
stitches off 
left needle.

creased one stitch (Photo C). 



4 Decrease will slant toward the 
right (Photo D).

1 Arrange 
two pieces of 
knitting with 
same number 
of stitches on 
each needle 
and wrong sides 
facing. Thread 
the tail from 
the back piece 
through yarn 
needle. Insert 
yarn needle as 
if to purl in first 
stitch on front 
needle. Leave 
stitch on needle 



(Photo A). 

2 Insert yarn 
needle through 
first stitch on 
back needle as 
if to knit. Leave 
stitch on needle 
(Photo B). 

3 Bring yarn 
needle through 
first stitch on 
front needle as 
if to knit and slip 
stitch off needle. 

Bring yarn 
needle through 
next front stitch 
as if to purl and 
leave stitch on 
needle (Photo C). 

4 Bring yarn 
needle through 
first stitch on 
back needle as 
if to purl and 
slip stitch off 
needle. Bring 
yarn needle through next back stitch 
as if to knit and leave stitch on needle 
(Photo D). 

5 Repeat steps 3 and 4 until no 
stitches remain on needles. Adjust 
tension of the stitches as you go to 
make them match the knitted stitches 
(Photo E). 



Note: We used a contrasting yarn in 
our sample to show the stitches better. 
Use matching yarn when grafting two 
pieces together.
